AN EXECUTIVE ORDER DECLARING THE CITY (IF BAGUIO 
UNDER COMMUNITY QUARANTINE 

WHEREAS. iNwhknt K«t!ri#iRna Durem-.through ProclamationNo. 922,hasdcdared a 
State u( Public 1Icallh Emergency I I in mg I min the Philippines due to the presence of 
COV1D49; 

WHEREAS, on 12 Match 2020, ihc Inter-Agency Task Force For Hk Muapncnt of 
Emerging Inlccuou* Outlet lias raised a GhIc Red Sub level 2 due to continued 
transmission of(X)VID-!9 vnihin the local community 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the above declaration, President Rodrigo Rna Duterte hat ordered 
a community quarantine in Metro Manila effective mi 14 March 3120 until )$ April 3)3), 
such that restriction shall be imposed on land, air, and sea travel to and from the National 
Capital Region; 

WHEREAS, prior to the effecmtiy of the community quarantine, cm^em fmm ihc 
National Capital Region have begun rlinr exodus inwards the neighboring regions, Baguio 
City included; 

WHEREAS, m furtherance of iht General \Velfoic Clause as enshrined in Section 16 of the 
laical Government Code and Section 2 of Proclamation No. 922, additional safety 
precaution* must he implemented in reinforce those actions already being taken hy the dty 
government to prevent community transmission of COVID-19 within the riljr, 

WHEREAS, in view of the number of persons who may and shall be entering the Gtr of 
Baguio in the coming days, there is a necessity to set up checkpoints in all access routes to 
ensure the safety and security of persons sojourning within Baguio, residents and visitors 


alike; 


NOW' THEREFORE, 1, BENJAMIN D. MAGALONG, City Mayor, by the powers 
vested in me hy law, do hereby order the following; 

SECTION I. DECLARING THAT BAGUIO CITY BE PUT IN A STATE OF 
COMMUNITY QUARANTINE. For the purpose* stated in the preceding paragraphs, 
the City of Baguio is to observe a community quarantine, pursuant to guidelines set by 
Resolutions No. M and 12 of the Inlcr-Ageocy Task Force for the Management of 
Infectious Disease. In the interest of public security and safety in light of the current State 
of Public 11 call h Emergency, the following rules shall he in force: 

a. Only those person* with essential travel purpose, or employ men t/bu sines* in 
the city shall be allowed to enter, 

h. Per advise of the DOH and the J ISO, the following persons arc directed to 
remain in their home* at all time* for being at high nsk to ihc ctfccls of 
COV1D 19, to wit: 

a. Those over the age of Sixty (6(1) years old and above;

f. Religious instituiioits and religious groups are encouraged to defer their mast 
gatherings, or to find alternate methods of practice and worship such as online 
service, and other means that will not require the assembly of Luge crouds; 

g- Cknemment offices shall continue to sene the public, but shall operate in 
accordance with Gvil Service Memorandum No S, Senes of 2020, which 
pmvKles for alternative work arrangements and support mechanisms for 
government workers; 

h. l*'mplo\vrs in the private sector are encouraged to utilize flexible work 
arrangements and work-from-home schedules fur their employees, in 
furtherance of guidelines 11 issued by ihc Department of labor and 
Employment (DOLE) or ihc Department of Trade and Industry (DTI); 

i The suspension of daises tn al) levels for public and private school and other 
insnrutirms of learning, as stated in Executive Order No. 00 , Series nf 2020, it 
extended until IS April 20211, nr until as«simcflt by the COV1I5-19 Inter* 
Agency Task Force. Technical* Vocational Institutions, ESI, schnob, review 
centers, and tutorial cenien shall also be covered hereby. School officials and 
administrator* are encouraged to formulaic alternative met I tod* of learning for 
their students; 

1- Public Transport within the city shall nut be hindered but must operate in 
compliance with ihc IXTITl Sectoral Guidelines on Social Distancing and 
Community Quarantine; 

k. f largo and supply deliveries to and from the dty shall not be hindered, subjecr 
in die observance of Strict sanitation method* and practice*;

Those 
travelling by bus muo also register thetr bu* name, bus plate number, and sear 
number so as to ensure efficient contact tracing, if necessary; 

SECTION 1, PRIY'ACY OF INFORMATION, Any ami all information cnlljted in 
ilicse checkpoint* arc only for (lie purpose of creating an organized and efficient method for 
contact tracing in cases of persons who arc either under investigation, under tnomtonng, or 
who shall be placed under treatment for COVID-19, and m order to formulaic immediate 
and efficient disease response and surveilbnce mechanism*; 

SECTION S. RESTRICTIONS ON GOVERNMENT FACILITIES. In order 10 
avert non-essential gaihenngs, and to promote the practice of social distancing, the following 
facilities shall be *ul»icct to ruin as stated Wrein for the duration of the trim of this 
Gimmunity Quarantine: 

x The following aiy administered facilities shall be dosed; lUmiham Children’s Park. 
Dominican MiU A; J lentagc Park, Mines View Park, Wrighi Park, R.iguio Convention 
Center, Jlaguio Hutanical Garden, llaguio faty Public library, and other similar public 
places where people may converge for non-essential gatherings; 

b All other Government facilities and offices, and their attached bureaus or annexe*, 
shall remain open and shall opcraic in accordance with Section 1, paragraph b herein; 

SECTION 6 . RESTRICTIONS ON PRIVATE FACILITIES. For the ream stand 
tn tile immediate preceding paragraph, llie following facilities shall be nibjeci in rules a* 
staled herein for the duration of tins imn of die Community Quarantine:

c. All cuahlishmcnis allowed to remain open on limited operations shall exercise utmost 
hygiene and sanitation, ami dull enforce si net social distancing, including live u*c of 
face mask*, and such other advisories a* prescribed by the DOII and I ISO, and in 
furtherance of I Executive Orders No. 32 ami 59, both series of 2020. Social 
distancing, a* referred to herein, shall mean avoiding social gatherings, main taming a 
distance of one (IJ meter ndms between persons, refraining from physical contact, 
continuous disinfection of high-traffic ami high-touch contact arras, and making 
saniti/crt available to patron*; 

SECTION 7. CURFEW. In addition to the curfew for minors as provided in Ordinance 
No. 23, Sene* of 2018, a curfew of for all persons in the dty *hall be implemented m ihc 
hours of KMX) o’clock in the e v e ni ng to 4:tKl o’clock ihc next morning for the period of 16 
March 2020 until 15 Apnt 2020, or until further assessment by the COVtl)>l9 Inter-Agency
